Start thinking 
about summer, 
fall financial aid

With the beginning of the spring semester, stu- 
dents begin to think about applying for financial aid 
for the summer and fall semesters. 

ICC Director of Financial Aid Terry Bland re- 
cently shared information regarding the process. 

“The Free Application for Student Aid or FAFSA 
is the application for Pell and Supplemental Grants, 
Federal Work-Study and Student Loans,” Bland 
said. “The application opens each year on Oct. 1 and 
can be found at https://studentaid.gov. At any given 
time, two academic years may be open, so make sure 
to complete the correct one. Otherwise, expect de- 
lays.” The 2022-23 FAFSA is for fall 2022 and spring 
and summer 2023. The 2023-24 FAFSA is for fall 
2023 and spring and summer 2024. Instructions for 
how to apply can be found at www.iccms.edu/finan- 
cial aid forms along with our Frequently Asked 
Questions (FAQs) and other helpful information 
such as Payment Schedules, Census Schedules, etc.” 

Bland noted that the only form of summer aid is 
the Pell Grant or a student loan. Students who need 
to register for summer aid must be enrolled in six 
hours of courses and be eligible for the Pell Grant or 
use a student loan."Students do not have to fill out 
an extra form if they have already completed the 
2022-23 FAFSA,"Bland said." After registering for 
the summer courses, students should check their 
ICC email frequently for instructions and to find out 


if they are only eligible for a student loan,” he noted. 
Bland said that the last day to apply for 2022- 
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2023 FAFSA is June 30. He recommends not wait- 
ing until the last minute to apply. For students 
taking summer courses, he encouraged completion 
of the FAFSA at the earliest opportunity. “If a stu- 
dent delays applying for FAFSA, the U.S.Depart- 
ment of Education will remove the application from 
their website." 

As far as tips or recommendations for students 
applying for financial aid, Bland recommends that 
students start applying immediately. “The Financial 
Aid office cannot begin awarding for next year until 
we receive the FAFSA for 2023-24. Do not wait until 
the summer to complete it, because the application 
is just the first step. Federal regulations then require 
that we check Satisfactory Academic Progress and a 
host of other eligibility criteria prior to awarding as 
well as collect Verification documentation. Verifica- 
tion can take 5-10 business days or longer depending 
on how long it takes the student to submit the re- 
quired documentation. Always keep an eye on your 
ICC email account for requests for documentation 
or follow-up questions from the Financial Aid office. 
it is the fastest way we have to communicate with 
you." 

Recently Bland sent students an email listing the 
"Six things you need to know about your financial 
aid for Spring 2023. He listed several links for stu- 
dents to use for help when completing financial aid. 
There is also information on the financial aid tab on 
ICC's website, www.iccms.edu.

Cadence Bank has continued its 
long tradition of supporting 
Itawamba Community College 
through a recent $15,000 dona- 
tion for ICC's Career Pathways 
program. 

The program connects low-in- 
come individuals and adult educa- 
tion students with workforce 
training to enable them to gain the 
skills and knowledge necessary for 
finding employment in a high-de- 
mand career field, according to 
Josh Gammill, director of contin- 
uing education at ICC.

Students 
must pay out of pocket or other- 
wise not be able to enroll in the 
workforce training programs. 
“The funds from this donation will 
provide an opportunity for stu- 
dents in the target demographic to 
receive training that will create a 
positive impact on building a bet- 
ter future for themselves and their 
family,” Gammill said. 

“We are very thankful to Ca- 
dence Bank for providing this 
funding to our students,” Gammill 
said. “The funds play an integral 
role in eliminating income barri- 
ers that many students in our re-

Students at Itawamba Commu- 
nity College must apply before 
Mar. 23 if they want to participate 
in the May 12 commencement cer- 
emony. 

The Registrar's office can iden- 
tify students who qualified to par- 
ticipate in commencement and 
are on schedule to graduate, ac- 
cording to Rachel Steele, Regis- 
trar/director of Admissions. 

Students who qualify can apply 
via their myTribe accounts after 
being informed of their gradua- 


tion status. A $30 application fee, 
which can be paid through their 
Business office account, will be as- 
sessed to students who wish to 
graduate.
